FISHING SCHOONER, 9 ABOARD, 
REPORTED TO HAVE SUNK 


Mackay Radio Says Message Did 
Not 4 for Crew of Craft 
Off Coast of Maine. 

NEW YORK, April 15.— Mackay 
Radio reported receipt of a wire- 
less message stating the fishing 
schooner Exeter sank today south 
by southwest of Seal Island, on 
Brown’s Bank, off the coast of 
Maine. 

The message came from the 
steamer Hekla, Mackay said. There 
was no word regarding those 
aboard. The Exeter, owned by the 
General Sea Foods Corporation of 
Boston, carried a crew of nine. 

Earlier Mackay had received a 
message direct from the Exeter 
saying the vessel was sinking rapid- 
ly, without time to launch lifeboats. 

The Exeter is one of a few fish- 
ing vessels equipped with two- 
way radio telephone equipment, 
through which it made known its 
plight. The calls for help, however, 
ceased suddenly.

He emphasized throughout “hie 
talk that he was rélying on the 
plain language of the Sixteenth 
Amendment to support him in his 
contention that only statutory ac- 
tion was required.

Telegrams Run Seven to One. 

The President said that he had re- 
ceived several hundred telegrams 
on his “fireside chat” last night 
and, while he had not seen them, 
he had been told that they were 
running the usual seven to one, 
that is, seven approving for each 
disapproving communication. 

In his radio address to the na- 
tion, the President earnestly ap- 
pealed to the country for support 
of his latest plan to prime the eco- 
nomic pump by additional billions 
of spending and lending by the 
Federal Government. 

The President's presentation of 
the complicated recommendations 
he had sent to the Capitol was rem- 
iniscent of the days of 1933 when 
he appealed for support of his New 
Deal program to bring about the 
more abundant life.

WASHINGTON, April 15.—On 
learning that without assistance 
from George Whitney, his brother 
and a senior Morgan partner, Rich- 
ard Whitney would have been un- 
able to restore on demand securities 
and moneys owned by the gratuity 
funds of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, E. H. H. Simmons, chair- 
man of the funds, took it for 
granted that Richard Whitney had 
helped himself to a bit of the cash. 
He was not in the least ‘shocked 
by this assumption, Simmons testi- 
fied at a Securities and Exchange 
Commission hearing late yesterday 
afternoon; his only curiosity was 
how much Richard had borrowed 
from George to make good the 
shortage—-whether it was $100,000 
er $200,000, 

It never crossed his mind, the 
witness protested, that the broker 
might also have émbezzied 3900, 
000 in gratuity fund bonds which 
were in his custody. That, in the 
curious code of the Stock Exchange, 
would have been a crime. 
ering later that Richard Whitney 
had hypothecated securities be- 
longing. to the New. York Yacht 
Club and the estate of his father- 
in-law, George R. Sheldon, Simmons 
said that he suffered “a terrific 
“I am still stunned,” he 
declared, “it is beyond my compre- 
hension.” 

“Had Right to Use Money.” 
Regarding the cash, Simmons ad- 
mitted that Whitney, as a trustee 
of the gratuity fund, owed it a cer- 
tain fiduciary responsibility; and 
that he himself, in the broker’s po- 
sition, would have taken care always 
to have a bank balance in excess of 
the sum involved, which was $220,- 
000. But, in the opinion of the 
witness, “Mr. Whitney had a right to 
use this money.” Under the ethics 
of Wall Street, he explained, a 
broker is entitled to regard cash 
deposited with him by customers 
as part of his own “free credit bal- 
ance.” 

The light which this testimony 
throws on Stock Exchange stand- 
ards may be estimated from the 
offices. which Simmons holds or 
has held. He was president of this 
institution from 1924 to 1930, and 
has. been a member of its Govern- 
ing Committee for nearly a gen- 
eration. Besides being chairman of 


the gratuity fund, he is chairman 


of the Law Committee, a sort of 
“cabinet” to the president, which 
formulates the exchange’s policies. 
Nephew and namesake of the late 
Edward H. Harriman, Simmons is 
reputed to be the “brdins” of the 
Stock Exchange. He has been con- 
sid Richard Whitney’s particu- 
lar patron since the latter joined 
the exchange in 1912. 


Belief Same as Ever. 

Simmons’ well-founded surmise 
that Whitney had diverted the 
fund’s cash to his own use did not 
for a moment lessen his confidence 
in the broker. “My belief in Rich- 
ard Whitney,” he asserted, “re- 
mained the same as it had always 
been.” It never occurred to him, 
the. witness related, to take any 
steps to prevent Whitney’s contin- 
uance in business. He did not re- 
port the incident to any officer of 
the. exchange, or to its Business 
Conduct Committee. In no way 
did he seek to deter Whitney from 
remaining as a member of the ex- 
change and its Governing Commit- 
tee; or even as a trustee of the 
fund whose cash he had used.“ 

In consequence, the broker was 
able for three months more to pro- 
ceed with his operations, which in- 


‘cluded unsecured loans of hundreds 


of thousands of dollars which were 
unpaid when his firm became in- 
solvent, and half a dozen embezzie- 
ments in addition to the two for 
which he was convicted. 

Not until the end of last Febru- 
ry, Simmons protested, did he have 
the least suspicion either that Whit- 
ney was insolvent or had taken to

Accused Refuse to Testify. 

The four officers themselves re- 
fused to testify.

She said in leav- 
ing that the Stones would hear 
from her later. 
“About 10:45,” Stone said, “Doug- 
las came in with two other men.

One of 
the men with him, asked if I was 
Bessie’s husband, and when I said 
I was, he told me I had better go 
upstairs, that Douglas wanted to 
gee me. As I started up, I heard 
one of the men say, Let's take him 
upstairs and give him a good kick- 
ing.’ ” 

Stone said that as he went up- 
stairs he heard his wife scream. 
Running into one of the rooms he 
found her grappling with Douglas, 
who had cut her on the leg with a 
knife. Stone said he got his re- 
volver from the next room and shot 
Douglas, who released Mrs. Stone 
and advanced on him, 

1 fired three times,” he said, 
“and he fell down the stairs to the 
second floor.”

Stone met the policemen who. ar- 
rived a few minutes later at the 
front door, surrendered his revol- 
ver, and pointed out Douglas, who 
lay at the foot of the stairs, with 
his knife in his hand. Mrs. Stone 
was suffering from a laceration of 
the left thigh. 

Douglas, who.is 44 years old, has 
served Workhouse sentences for 
petty larceny and fer grand lar- 
ceny, the latter a reduction from 
a robbery charge, made when he 
pleaded guilty during the course 
of a holdup trial. He robbed the 
safe at Moolah Temple of $320 after 
holding up the caretaker in 1933. 

Known as an associate of Percy 
Michael Fitzgerald in East Side 
hangouts, he was arrested for ques- 
tioning in the kidnaping of Au- 
gust Luer, wealthy Alton banker 
and meat packer, in 1933, but was 
released. Fitzgerald is serving a 
life term for the abduction.

And it is only within the past 
two months, as we have waited

This recession has not returned 
us to the disasters and suffering 
of the beginning of 1933. Your 
money in the bank is safe; farm- 
ers are no longer in deep distress 
and have greater purchasing pow- 
er; dangers of security specula- 
tion have been minimized;* na- 
tional income is almost 50 per 
cent higher than in 1932; and 
government has an established 
and accepted responsibility for re- 
lief. 
But I know that many of you 
have lost your jobs or have seen 
your friends or members of your 
families lose their jobs, and I do 
not propose that the Government 
shall pretend not to see these 
things. I know that the effect 
of our present difficulties has 
been uneven; that they have af- 
fected some groups and some lo- 
calities seriously but that they 
have been scarcely felt in others.

Weakness Breeds Dictators. 

History proves that dictator- 
ships do not grow out of strong 
and successful governments, but 
ouf of weak and helpless ones. 
If by democratic methods people 
get a government strong enough 
to protect them from fear and 
starvation, their democracy suc- 
ceeds, but if they do not, they 
grow impatient. Therefore, the 
only sure bulwark of continuing 
liberty is a government strong 
enough to protect the interests 
of the people, and a people 
strong enough and well enough 
informed to maintain its 
sovereign contro] over its govern- 
ment. 

We are a rich nation. We can 
afford to pay for security and 
prosperity without having to 
sacrifice our liberties into the 
bargain. | 

In the first century of our re- 
public we were short of capital, 
short of workers and short of in- 
dustrial production, but we were

Perils to Democracy. 

In recommending this program 
I am thinking not only of the 
immediate economic needs of the 
people of the nation, but also of 
their personal liberties—the most 
precious. possession of all Ameri- 
cans. I am thinking of our de- 
mocracy and of the recent trend 
in other parts of the world away 
from the democratic ideal. 

Democracy has disappeared in

It is, therefore, only 
sound morality, as well as a sound 
distribution of buying power, that 
the benefits of the prosperity 
coming from this use of money 
of all the people should be dis- 
tributed among all the people 
at the bottom as well as at the 
top.

We repeat that the fear of what Mr. Roosevelt 
might do to destroy the “fair profit” to which he 
says capital at work is entitled, and without which 
our economic system cannot be carried on—that 
this fear has been an important factor in keeping 
funds out of productive enterprise and thereby in- 
creasing unemployment. 

There are some fine passages about democracy 
in Mr. Roosevelt’s message, including that one in 
which he counsels against “immoderate statement, 
appeals to prejudice, the creation of unkindness.” 
This, too, stands out: 

Self-restraint implies restraint by articdlate 
public’ opinion, trained to distinguish fact from 
falsehood, trained to believe that bitterness 
is never a useful instrument in public affairs. 
There can be no dictatorship by an individual 
or by a group in this nation, save through 
division fostered by hate. Such division there 
must never be. 

Mr. Roosevelt speaks with warranted pride of the 
social reforms achieved in the last five years and 
he is correct in saying that in this field of legisla- 
tion “the electorate wants no backward steps taken.” 
But in this crisis in its affairs the electorate also 
wants, we are convinced, a centering. of attention 
on the great problem of getting men back to work. 
It wants first things put first. 

You are confronted, Mr. Roosevelt, with a con- 
dition that cries out for a remedy. The “natural 
recovery” for which you hoped has not come about. 
Unemployment has risen to about the total at which 
you found it. You have offered a plan, and in the 
absence of any constructive alternative in Congress 
it will be accepted. Give your plan a chance to 
work, Mr. President, by seeing to it, in so far as 
in you lies, that in America there shall be no “di- 
vision fostered by hate.” Let your program be car- 
ried forward in the spirit of self-restraint, of fairness

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THE TAX CONTROVERSY. 

It is hard to believe—and we don’t believe—that 
the President's letter of Wednesday giving his views 
on the pending tax legislation will bring about a 
deadlock between the Senate and the House con- 
ferees. That would be indeed an unfortunate result, 
for the tax-revision bill; whether in the form ap- 
proved by the House or the form in which it 
emerged from the Senate, is greatly to be preferred 
to the law it seeks to change. Failure to com- 
promise, as some of the conferees have pointed out, 
would mean the retention of the present law—and 
that is something that hardly anybody wants. In 
both branches of Congress, the measure was framed 
with a view to encouraging business, and this will 
remain the objective of any compromise proposal. 

The chief point of dispute is over the undistrib- 
uted profits tax. The House retained a vestige of 
this tax, while the Senate threw it out entirely. Mr. 
Roosevelt desires the principle of the tax kept in 
the law, and hence stands with the House. So little 
of the tax has been left in the House bill that the 
question is of no great practical moment. 

Get together on the tax bill and complete its pas- 
sage! The effect of it in any case ought to be salu- 
tary. The country generally would like to see a 
fillip given to business enterprise, and it is much 
more interested in seeing that desire realized than 
in any face-saving tactics on either side of the con- 
troversy. 
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RESTATING THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

If the Fascist Powers have entertained any idea 
of effecting an economic penetration of some of the 
South American countries as a prelude to their po- 
litical domination, President Roosevelt's speech be- 
fore the governing board of the Pan-American Union 
in Washington yesterday should bring them up with 
a jolt. His restatement of the Monroe Doctrine in 
terms of conditions today was a pointed warning to 
European nations not to meddle in the affairs of 
Central and South America. 

There is no doubt of his meaning when he declares 
that the nations of the two Americas are resolved 
to maintain peace among themselves and “will not 
permit it to be endangered by aggression coming 
from outside our hemisphere.” It would be a mis- 
take for any outside Power to regard the ‘treaties 
set up to preserve: peace as an indication of flabbi- 
ness or frailty; instead, they “are signs of se- 
rene strength.”

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Making the Automobile Safer 


While viewing modern motor car as masterpiece of engineering, safety official finds 
points to criticise; 27 of 42 vehicle administrators think it has too much speed for 
average driver; for the sake of styling, “visibility has been sacrificed-to an alarming 
degree”; brake performance is approved, but headlights are found unsatisfactory. 


From an Address by Charles A. Harnett, New York State Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles, Before the Society of Automotive Engineers, at Detroit. 


HE modern American motor car stands 

as a tribute to American engineering 

skill. Yet we are forced to admit that 
the automobile has brought tragedy to many. 
Automobile accidents are daily news. I have 
long contended that the driver is by far 
the largest factor in the traffic accident pic- 
ture. This does not weaken the fact, how- 
ever, that automobiles can be made safer. 

With this in mind, I offer you the sug- 
gestions of the majority of motor vehicle 
administrators in this country and in Can- 
ada, and my personal views on many of 
these matters. We believe their adoption 
would increase safety on our highways. 

It is interesting to note that 34 of the 42 
administrators believe the present brake 
performance to be satisfactory. Eight, who 
held views to the contrary, offered no reme- 
dies. It may, therefore;(be,conceded that 
the majority of administrators are of the 
belief that the modern braking system is 
capable of effectively stopping and control- 
ling a vehicle, 

Thirty-three administrators expressed the 
view that present-day headlights are unsat- 
isfactory, while seven differed. I think we 
may safely say that we have found it impos- 
sible to light a highway satisfactorily for 
a speed over 30 miles per hour without caus- 
ing glare. I assume that lighting experts 
will make greater strides in headlight de- 
velopment during the next few years. 

Twenty-five administrators expressed their 
approval of fog lamps, while 14 were un- 
favorably disposed toward them. It seems 
to me that many fog lamps are used simply 
to augment inadequate headlights, or by the 


motorist who has an idea they improve the

sure salesmanship, plus personal vanity.

In- 
dividual drivers’ seats, adjustable both for 
height and width, would; we believe, take 
a lot of fatigue out of driving and add safety 


in operating. i :

We firmly believe 
the present frontal structure should be low- 
ered. For an even greater degree of safety 
and visibility, we would go so far as to rec- 
ommend that engines be installed in the 
rear of the car.

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more than ever stubborn. And 80 
the stronger the President and the 
greater the emergency, the more 
embittered and indecisive is the 
struggle with Congress likely to be. 

This is one of the fundamental 
weaknesses of the American form 
of government, and it is likely some 
day to have dangerous conse- 
quences unless American Presidents 
can be brought to realize that the 
rigidity in the structure of the gov- 
ernment must be offset by much 
greater personal adaptability on the 
part of the man who happens to be 
President. For an inflexible man 
having a fixed term of office can- 
not successfully operate popular 
government in a rapidly changing 
world. 

* * * 

If we had a responsible instead 
of an independent and fixed execu- 
tive, the defeat of the judiciary bill 
last summer would have meant the 
resignation of Mr. Roosevelt and his 
Cabinet. They were defeated on 
& major issue by a revolt within 
the ranks of their own supporters. 
Under the parliamentary system, 
there. would have been a new Cabi- 
net representing the true majority 
in Congress. It would not have 
been a Republican cabinet. It 
would not have been an anti-New 
Deal Cabinet. Almost certainly it 
would have been a Cabinet of the 
moderate opposition, a Cabinet 
headed, let us say, by Vice-Presi- 
dent Garner. 

A shift of this kind would have 

t the executive and the Con- 
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istrate and party leader. These 
two functions are compatible at the 
beginning of a new term when the 
President’s authority, his patron- 
age, and his personal prestige are 
resh. But they become incompati- 
ble when, as is now the case, the 
President as party leader no long- 
er commands a working majority 
in Congress. Then there is strug- 
gle and a deadlock and the Gov- 
ernment is unable to govern. 
e + * 


This difficulty was not envisaged 
by the founders of the American 
Government beeause they conceived 
the President as primarily the 
chief magistrate. Washington act- 
ed on that theory. Both Hamilton 
and Jefferson were members of 
his Cabinet. It seems clear that 
if the American form of govern- 
ment is to work effectively in the 
very critical times through which 
we are living, it is to the Wash- 
ingtonian rather than to the Jack- 
sonian conception of the Presiden- 
cy that we must return. 

For there must be a government 
that can govern, And therefore 
the President cannot afford to be 
a factional leader alone, laying him- 
self open to the fate of factional 
leaders, which is that they may be 
destroyed by the opposing faction. 
The President, if we are to main- 
tain the division of powers and a 
system of representative democ- 
racy, must hold himself above and 
beyond the ties of faction and party 
and personal doctrine, and think 
of himself primarily and in all cru- 
cial matters as the chief of state. 
For a party leader who is irremova- 
ble when he can no longer lead -is 
dangerous, like a derelict ship in 
a stormy sea.

Ozarks Requires Constant Vigilance

A puff. ot gray smoke curls into 
the sky, a dozen miles away, from 
Missouri 


forest. gr 
On the steel observation tower 
of Fremont Lookout, at the Shan- 
non-Carter County line on U. S. 
highway No. 60, “Smoky Joe” 

r spots the thin column 
with practiced eye. He squints 
through a revolving finder mount- 
ed on a circular map, determines 
the fire’s azimuth, or point on the 
horizon, and, with inborn knowl- 
edge of the Ozarks; estimates its 
distance from the tower and prob- 
able location. 

“Smoky Joe,” whose lofty perch 
commands a view of 314 square 
miles of oak, pine and other trees, 
four-fifths of which are in Fristoe 
National Forest, telephones the dis- 
trict fire dispatcher at Falling 
Springs C C C Camp to report his 
findings. 


Almost simultaneously the ob- | 


servers at Sinking Creek Lookout 
and Possum Trot Lookout spot the 


‘ominous smoke, At the camp, Dis- 


patchea John Definison receives the 
three messages from the  strate- 
gically placed watchers. Swiftly he 
stretches elastic cords across a map 
of the forest area; by this simple 


triangulation he fixes closely on 


the approximate location of the 
blaze. 


It is a dry windy day, with con- 
ditions indicative of much hazard 
in the woods, consequently a force 
of C C C youths is standing by, 
awaiting call.

a waiting red truck. Hastily don- 
ning their olive drab overcoats, 
they clamber on, and away the out- 
fit speeds, as fast as safety will per- 
mit. From one of the lookout 
towers a similar standby crew hur- 
ries to join them. . 

The quicker a fire is spotted and 
the quicker the men arrive at the 
scene, the smaller the area dam- 
aged. This time the blaze is rac- 
ing up a rocky, wooded hillside, 
fanned by the natural draft. 

Piunging into the thick of the 
emoke, under the leadership of a 
Forest Service foreman, the wood- 
land firefighters seek to pinch thé 
oncoming flames to a point by 
brushing them back with steel 
broom-rakes, They watch for iso- 
lated spots of fire caused by wind- 
blown embers and extinguish them. 
With other tools they “mop up” 
as the spectacular conflagration 
subsides, breaking . smouldering 
logs and stumps and squirting wa- 
ter on them. They seldom fight 
fire with fire, for the traditional 
process of “backfiring” is a dan- 
gerous weapon, 

For each unit of six. men, there 
Are, besides broom-rakes, four kor- 
ticks (heavy steel rakes), two long- 
handled shovels, one pulaski (com- 
bination grub and ax), a double- 
bit ax, a two-man saw and two 
five-gallon water pumps to be 
strapped on the back. There also 
are two lanterns, a canteen of 
drinking water, a first-aid kit and 
a little-used snakebite kit. The 
truck driver hauls water in barrels 
and cans from the nearest creek 
or pond, 

„ * * 
ONQUERING the blaze, the 
weary, grimy fighters return, 
but it is more than likely, on a’ 

bad day, that they will be sent out 
repeatedly to go through the same 
process at scattered locations as 
alarms come in by radio or tele- 


phone. 
The life of the forest firefight- 
ers on many days is far more ar- 


duous than that of city firemen and_. 


there are more alarms than in 
many cities. Sometimes the day's 
work may last 16 hours or more, 


extending well into the night. There 
are even false alarms, as on the 
classic occasion when a foreman 
led his crew on a long chase 
through the woods because the 
moon rose red. 


For more than four years the 
Forest Service, a bureau of 
Department of Agriculture, has 
been building up its ownership of 
Missouri Ozark forest land, and 
its work in protecting and develop- 
ing the timber is already noticeable 
to the layman. There are eight 
areas designated as purchase units, 
covering 3,300,000 acres, within 
which the service buys land from 
willing sellers at agreed prices of 
a dollar or two per acre. It has ac- 
quired so far 1,070,000, acres, of 
which 700,000 are in the eastern 
four units. 

These units are the Clark, Fris- 
toe, St. Francois and Wappapello 
forests, administered from St. Louis 
by Supervisor Paul D. Kelleter, a 
native Missourian. . 

In the first three months of this 
year there were 525 fires, burning 
6000 acres, or an average of 11 
acres each, within these four units; 
in 1937, 645 fires, burning 15,921 
acrés, or an average of 25 acres 
each; in the drouth year of 1936, 
1717 fires, burning 72,209 acres, or 


an average ‘of 42 acres each; in 


1935, 108 fires on 4000 acres, and in 
1934, 316 fires on 21,900 acres. The 
seriousness of the problem may 
seen from the fact tha 
last two years 10 per cent. of all 
fires in the national forests were 
in Missouri. e

The comparative hazard of fire 
is charted and posted three times 
a day in each ranger district. (There 
are nine such districts in the four 
eastern units:) Factors taken into 
consideration by the Forest Serv- 
ice’s weather stations are: General 
condition of vegetation, rainfall or 
snowfall, time since the last precipi- 
tation, temperature, relative humid- 
ity, wind velocity and direction, vis- 
ibility, lightning, degree of moisture 
in the forest floor. Put together 
by formula, these factors show the 
relative likelihood of fire, in a scale 
from 1 to 7.

As visi- 
bility. decreases, along with in- 
crease of hazard, a series of 80-foot 
secondary towers are put in use, 
and on a 7“ day, even the numer- 
ous 50-foot poles, surmounted by 
light crow’s-nests, are pressed into 
service. Thus, on dry, windy, hazy 
days the forest is scanned constant- 
ly by the keen eyes of scores of 
weather-beaten Ozark men, perched

There are, in the four units, five 
C C © camps, each of which has 
130 firefighters available under 
Forest Service direction. A typical 
fire organization, this oné from the 
Winona Ranger District, lists the 
permanent Forest Service organi- 
zation, including lookouts; key men 
who will mobilize their own crews 
to fight fires, if necessary, includ- 
ing a mill superintendent, a W P A 
supervisor, the Big Spring State 
Park. superintendent, a farmer, a 
storékeeper and a tavern propri- 
etor; also co-operators,-who are 
16 farmers and others willing to de- 
tect blazes and extinguish them 
within limited areas.

As a matter of fact, the foresters 
declare, recurrent fires tend to kill 
the grasses most palatable to cattle, 
resulting in the growth of weeds 
with no forage value. While most 
Ozark conflagrations destroy only 
the undergrowth and ground cover, 
they scar the trees, facilitating de- 
struction by insects. A study of 
1000 logs from one of the forests 
showed that 71 per cent had de- 
fects and 68 per cent of the defects. 
were due to fire injuries. 

Yeung growth discloses, even to a 
layman’s eye, the benefit of protec- 
tion. In many places it is no longer 
possible to look through thin woods 
for a long distance. The foresters 
point out the contrast in this re- 
spect between Government-owned 
and private land at various places.

PENDING several millions of 
8 dollars annually since 1933, the 

Forest Service has done much 
work in these Missouri units, reach- 
ing within 50 miles of St. Louis, yet 
many Missourians probably are un- 
aware of what has been going on. 
Establishment of the forests consti- 
tutes a great social and economic 
upheaval in the regions affected, 
which was discussed at length in 
the Post-Dispatch several years ago. 
On the physical side, the Govern- 
ment has built 445 miles of pictur- 
esque and serviceable gravel roads, 
called truck trails; opened several 
hundred miles of unofficial, unim- 
proved trails to facilitate access to 
the woods; installed 279 miles of 
two-wire telephone line, and has 
even put in a low-frequency twd- 
way radio system.. The main radio 
station is at Fredericktown and 
there are 21 other sets. Six forest 
lookout towers in the Doniphan and 
Fredericktown districts communi- 
cate by radio rather than telephone. 

It is not the intention to with- 
draw the timber from use, but to 
permit resumption of commercial 
cutting eventually when conditions 
warrant. Uncontrolled logging in 
the past almost destroyed the best 
Missouri forests. This State is in 
the great central hardwood region. 
Its predominant commercial tree 
is the white oak, used for barrel 
staves and railroad ties.

Attention is called to WNorth’s 
raise of two no trump. This was 
the proper response. Two diamonds 
would have been a very bad re 
sponse, inasmuch as such a bid an- 
nounces weakness. Actually North’s 
hand was far from weak, in support 
of a no trump, but it was not strong 
enough to justify hope of a minor 
suit game. With a stronger hand 
North’s best bid would be three dia- 
monds, but with his actual holding 
a no trump game was his natural 
objective, 

West made the normal opening 
of the spade king and East played 
in the conventionally proper man- 
ner by following with his second 
highest spade. (Unless the part- 
ner of the opening leader has 
sound reason for wishing a shift 
of leads he should play his second 
highest to an opening lead of a 
king.) Declarer held up the.spade 
ace, not being sure of a diamond 
break and wishing to disrupt spade 
communication between the two de- 
fenders. West correctly continued 
with the spade queen and this, too, 
was allowed to hold. Now West 
made a fatal spade continuation. 
Declarer won, cashed the diamond 
ace, and led another diamond to- 
ward dummy. West’s showing out 
was a disappointment, but there 
was no choice except to continue 
and clear dummy’s suit. East won 
and shifted to a club. Declarer clat- 
tered up with the ace and rapidly 
cashed his nine tricks, 

It had been quite proper for West 
to lead two rounds of spades, but 
the third round was an instance of 
illogical persistence. From West's 
point of view the only successful 
defense depended on East’s ability 
to stop dummy’s long diamond suit. 
Since both East and South had 
been shown to hold three spades, 
and since South was marked with 
the ace, West, after getting in two 
tricks in the spade suit, should have 
looked for greener fields. Obviously 
these should have been sought only, 
in the club direction. It was very 
unlikely that East had good enough 
hearts to make a heart shift on 
West's part advantageous. But the 
success of a club shift would de- 
pend only on finding East with one 
of the top honors, 

Thus had West analyzed the sit- 
uation reasonably well he would 
have have shifted to the fourth 
best club after cashing two spade 
tricks.
